STREAMLINING OF. 
NATO DECIDED ON 
British And Canadian Cabinets 
In : Complete Understanding __ 


Ottawa, Jan. 14. 
The United States, Britain and Canada have agreed upon a 

plan to streamline the Atlantic Treaty Organisation and create a 
high level council that would sit continuously like the United Na- 
tions Security Council, it was reported today. 

This has been one of the major problems 
tackled by the British Prime Minister, Mr Winston 
Churchill, in talks in Washington and Ottawa. 


The Canadian Prime Minister, 
Mr Louis St. Laurent, said after 
a Cabinet meeting with Mr 
Winston Churchill today that 
“complete uhderstanding” was 
found to exist between the 
British and Canadian Cabinets. 

Mr Gt. Laurent said in a state- 
ment that there had been a 
“valuable exchange of views”, 

“Discussion ranged over ‘the 
world situation, with particular 
emphasis on the North Atlantic 
Treaty alliance,” said Mr St. 
Laurent. “It was not the pur-~ 
pose of the meeting to reach any 
specific decisions or agreements, 
dt provided an opportunity for 
valuable exchange of views in 
which complete understanding 
was found to exist between the 
members of the two Cabinet.”

In o general statement he 
said, “Important matters have 
been completed and dealt with to 
our satisfaction.” 

The New York Times today 
quoted Gen. Juin as saying in 
Washington yesterday that 
France could not halt a major 
attack on Indo-China by Com- 
munist China without substan- 
tial air and naval help from the 
US and Britain. 

A Washington dispatch by 
James Reston quoted Gen, Juin 
as saying in an interview that 
“there must be a common 
strategy throughout the area. 
The friendship of the battle-
